The  1995  -'96  theather  season  t^J^W  •  began  with  a  classic: 
Shakespeare's  Macbeth.      Phil  ^  Nardulli,  a  veteran  director  for 

Concordia  productions,  presented  this  Scottish  play  with  his  usual 
imgainative  flair.  The  musical  score,  written  and  arranged  by  Marty  Sirvatka 
specifically  for  this  show,  enhanced  the  production  by  effectively  setting  the 
haunting  mood  of  the  play. 

The  invitation  to  perform  at  Concordia  College,  St.  Paul,  Minnesota  was 
another  exciting  aspect  of  being  a  part  of  this  cast.  The  Lutheran  Theater 
Festival  celebrated  the  opening  of  the  new  theater  building  at  St.  Paul 

Nardullli  overcame  the  difficulty  of  performing  the  outdoor  fight  scenes 
through  an  effective  use  of  lighting  and  staging,  using  curtains  sectioned  off  like 
column  and  round  platforms  to  separate  scenes.  He  encountered  another 
challenge  in  staging  by  having  to  plan  for  the  stage  up  at  St.  Paul. 

Nardulli,  in  another  imaginative  move,  added  the  character(s)  of  The 
Hauntings,  an  innovation  on  the  original  play.  The  Hauntings  added  a  swirling 
element  of  mystery  and  mood  in  their  ghostly  dances  and  poses.  Because  of  the 
large  number  of  characters,  many  of  the  actors  were  asked  to  assume  multiple 
roles  and  therefore,  multiple  costumes. 

There  were  solid  performance  by  all  the  actors  with  especially  memorable 
performances  by  Vanessa  Wedgbury,  Victoria  Griebel,  Allison  Sohr  (the  three 
witches),  Dann  Schuth  (Macbeth),  Tricia  Morris  (Lady  Macbeth)  Jon  Zehnder 
(Banquo)  and  Prof.  Karl  Sorenson  (King  Duncan  and  Old  Man).

Black  Comedy  i 


Are  you  afraid  of  the  dark? 

For  most  people  the  fears  of  having  the  hghts  out  are  left  behind  in 
childhood.  Wild  imaginations  of  spooky  shadows  and  seeing  things  that  are  not 
really  there  are  coaxed  into  reality  with  age. 

Black  Comedy,  the  winter  student-directed,  one-act  play,  showed  that  dark 
is  not  that  different  in  the  adult  world  and  demonstrated  what  mayhem  can  ensue 
when  the  lights  go  out. 

The  world  of  starving  artist,  Brindsley  Miller  (Jeff  Quest),  as  seen  by 
director  Daniel  Schuth,  is  falling  to  pieces.  To  prove  that  he  can  earn  a  living, 
Miller  and  his  fiancee,  Carol  Melkett  (Paige  Craig)  invite  Carol's  father.  Colonel 
Melkett  (Phil  Grimpo)  and  millionaire  George  Bamburger  (John  Zehnder)  to 
view  some  of  his  art  work  one  evening.  Before  the  guests  even  arrive  a  power 
outage  reveals  more  than  could  be  seen  in  the  light. 

Brindsley's  personal  nightmare  unfolds  as  the  different  players  in  his  life 
decide  to  make  an  appearance.  Neighbors,  Miss  Furnival  (Jennifer  Jones)  and 
Harold  Gorringe  (Andy  Holubeck),  come  to  visit  along  with  not-so-ex-girlfriend 
Clea  (Mary  Laporte).  Schuppanzigh  (Tim  Eisman),  the  electrician  also  comes  to 
fix  the  fuse,  but  stays  to  do  more  harm  than  good. 

According  to  Quest,  Miller  is  a  guy  "just  trying  to  survive,"  despite  stealing 
Gorringe's  furniture  and  juggling  two  girlfriends  in  the  dark.  Throughout  the 
evening.  Miller  falls  down  the  stairs,  has  his  ears  pulled,  water  thrown  in  his  face, 
and  other  bits  of  physical  comedy  show  his  efforts  to  survive. 

To  transport  the  audience  to  the  setting  in  London,  England  the  cast  worked 
hard  to  develop  British  accents.  Scott  Schuth  worked  with  the  ensemble  to  help 


authenticate  the  performance. 

A  requirement  to  be  cast  in  the  one-act  is  that  an  actor 
cannot  have  been  in  more  than  three  A.C.T.  productions.  This 
encouraged  newcomers  Holubeck,  Jones,  and  Craig  to  the  stage.  "I 
have  worked  on  past  lighting  crews,  and  now  I  have  much  more 
respect  for  the  actors,"  said  Jones,  "they  have  the  toughest  time  and 
must  give  so  much  to  the  production." 

The  fact  that  Schuth  is  a  student  has  not  gotten  in  the  way 
of  his  director's  role.  Zehnder,  his  roommate,  says  that  he  respects 
Dann  the  way  he  would  any  director.  Craig,  a  freshman,  said  it  was 
very  beneficial  to  have  her  Concordia  acting  debut  with  a  student 
director,  because  Schuth  knows  where  she  has  been.  "He's  fun.  He 
helps  me  feel  more  comfortable,  especially  since  I'm  the  youngest 
(cast  member),"  said  Craig. 

Schuth,  who  has  been  in  theatre  for  seven  years  and  has 
acted  in  fifteen  shows,  says  he  loves  the  relationships  that  he  has 
built  with  his  cast  members.  "We  teach  each  other.  Their  creative 
ideas  enhance  my  vision  of  direction,"  said  Schuth.

In  many  cases, 
we  have  agreed  to  disagree  with  the  author's  point  of  view,  while  still 
making  every  attempt  to  present  that  point  of  view  as  the  author 
intended,  leaving  the  final  judgment  to  your  debate.  This  is  the  true 
definition  of  a  work  of  art  and  an  artist's  function  within  our  society:  To 
stimulate  and  motivate  our  audience  to  action."  Thank  you  Phil.  I  for

The  Foreigner,  directed  by  Daniel  Schuth, 
gave  Concordia  students  the  novehy  of  a  sum- 
mer production.  For  the  relatively  few  students 
remaining  on  campus  for  summer  jobs  or  classes, 
this  comedy  by  Larry  Shue  was  a  welcome 
break  from  the  routine.  Students  sympathized  with  the  sticky 
predicaments  of  Charlie  Baker,  played  by  Tim  Hardy,  as  he  unwill- 
ing assumed  the  role  of  a  foreigner  because  of  a  brilliant  scheme  (to 
get  around  his  shyness)  devised  by  his  friend  Froggy  LeSueur, 
played  by  Gabrielle  Howard,  which  involved  pretending  to  speak 
no  English.  Betty  Meeks'  relentless  pursuit  of  her  conviction  that 
"the  foreigner"  could  be  made  to  understood  English  if  one  only 
talked  loud  enough,  combined  with  her  inspired  Georgian  accent, 
made  laughs  abound  throughout  the  performance.  The  villains  in 
this  show,  Rev.  Lee  and  Owen  Musser  (played  by  Tige  Culbertson 
and  Josh  Brown)  demonstrated  bigotry  and  hatred  enough  to  make 
a  real  clan  member  envious.  The  convincingly  delivered  pivotal 
speech,  where  David  Lee  reveals  his  devious  scheme,  captivated 
the  audience  in  awed  fascination  that  one  person  could  hate  so 
much.  Despite  his  "strange  talk"  (The  bees  come  down!)  and 
strange  ways  (recall,  for  those  of  you  who  can,  the  cup  on  his 
forehead  at  breakfast,  not  to  mention  the  chicken  dance)  Charlie's 
concern  for  Betty,  Catherine,  and  EUard  was  perhaps  not  so  foreign 
after  all.  Schuth,  while  working  with  a  smaller  cast,  produced  an 
excellent  show,  well  worth  the  three  times  I  attended.

Although  the  Cougars  may  not  have  had  the  most  successful  season,  both  players  and 
Coach  Braun  agreed  that  it  was  a  definite  "learning  experience."    As  Charles  Alexander,  the 
team's  quarterback,  maintained  "The  team  was  young  but  talented  and  1  expect  them  to 
improve  next  year."  Initially,  the  Cougars  started  the  season  off  with  a  blazing  victory  over 
Maranassa  at  home.  However,  as  the  year  wore  on  the  team  experienced  defeat  after  defeat, 
undermining  the  team's  confidence  in  themselves.  Although  some  members  of  the  team 
became  discouraged,  Charles  Alexander  said  that  the  upperclassmen  and  coaches  continued 
to  provide  strong  leadership  to  the  team  by  working  hard  in  practice  and  during  the  games. 
Scott  Moore,  a  senior,  also  felt  that  the  seniors  were  able  to  set  a  good  example  for  the 
freshmen  not  only  through  their  words  but  their  dedication  as  players.
